And | 
the want heereof is the cauſe of much euill to 
your children,and(many times) of great griefe 
to your ſelues. Be diligent therefore and care- 
full to performe this duty. Parents generally 
, teach their children to ſay the Lords prayer, 

the Creede, and the ten Commandements: 
and jt isa good and commendable thing for 
them ſo to doe. But they are not there to ſtay, 
( as if it were ſufficient to ſay theſe things 
without booke) but to goe further, and to 
teach them the meaning thereof. Many aged 
perſons there be, that can ſay the words, but 
vnderſtand little or nothing thereof: nay 
know not ſo much as what the Creed is, but vſe 
it for a prayer. The reaſon heerof is, they were 
2 ructed in their youth. That all there- 
foro euen the ſimpleſt) may be able to teach 
their children the meaning of the things afore- 
ſaid, I haue heer framed, firſt of all, a very ſhort 
Catechiſme for little ones; from the age of 
foure, to Gor 7 yeeres. In which time I think 
there is ſcarce any of ſo weak capacitie, but may. 
be able to learne it. Secondly, I haue framed 
another, fit for ſuch as are of ſix or ſeuen, 
till they come to ten or twelue yeeres of age, 
and may in that time be eaſily learned : and the 
rather, becauſe the firſt is comprchendedin it, 
8 by Then 
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Then thirdly, I haue more particularly & large: 
y fer done the meaning of each Article ofthe 
Creede, of the Sacraments, of euery Com- 
mandement, and of euery petition ofthe Lords 
prayer: with diuers other points necetlary to 
be — of all Chriſtians, and that before 


they Tce to bee partakers ofthe Lords Sup- 
per. And this alſo may the more eaſily be lear- 
ned, becauſe the ſecond Catechiſme is included 
in it. And in all three I haue laboured for three 
things, namely, order, breuitie and plainneſs, 
For this I finde by ( almoſt zo. yeeres ) experj- 
ence, ( in the Miniſterie) that things orderly, 


briefly, and plainely handled, are beſt remem- 
bred, and ſooneſt learned: and though the 
Anſweres bee many, yet if they bee ſhort and 
plaine, both children and others wilblearne 
them with eaſe and delight, LI the 
method and order heere obſerued, it is thib: 

Firft, briefly it ſheweth the benefit of Cate- 
chizing, what it is, and what be the parts ofit, 
Queſt. 1. to 2.8. 

Secondly, it ſheweth what God is, and ſet · 
teth downe his workes of Creation, and Pro- 
uidence, and namely, mans creation. All which 
are comprehended in the firſt Article ofthe 
Creed, neſt. S. to 30. 

Thirdly: it diſco _ our miſery by — 


of ſinne, Oneff.30t0 44 
Fourthly, it declareth how we are redeemed 
from our miſery, namely, by Chriſt, where is 
Thewed what Chriſt is concerning his perſon, 
AH. 44. to 57. Then what hee did to worke 
our redemption; and to make it perfect, the 
which is ſet downe in the 4.4. and 6. Articles, 
Det. 37. to 74. And what is the laſt worke 
that Chriſt ſhall performe on earth, 2ueft,74, 
73.76. 

Fiftly, it maketh knowne, how all that 
-which Chriſt hath done, is made profitable to 
vs,, Dneft.77.to 81. h | | 

Sixtly, it ſheweth who they are which are 
ſanctified and ioyned to Chriſt, namely, the 
Church, and what benefits belong to the 
Church, nc. 81. to 98. 

geuenthly, it ſneweth what is required on 
our behalfe, that we may be partakers of Chriſt 
and his benefits, namely, a true faith, what this 
faith is, how it is wrought in vs, and where- 
fore wee are ſaid to bee ſaued by faith onely, 
Aueſt 98. to 14. a 
No becauſe the Sacraments are ordained 
of God for the helpe of our faith, it ſheweth 
next what theſe Sacraments are, what things 
are thereby ſignified and ſealed to vs, and 
"what is required to tne right vſe of them, 
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Aue. 104. to 144. And foraſmuch as that 
faith whereby we are iuſtified, is not a dead, 
but a lively faith, it ſheweth what this faith 
doth bring forth in vs, namely, repentance, and 
repentance good workes : what theſe good 
workes are, namely, ſuch as God hath com- 
manded, Que. 144. to 139. And then fol- 
loweth in order the meaning of the ten Com- 
wmandements, Queſt. 159. to 247. Then after 
that follow certaine points concerning the 
Laws as whether wee can bee iuſtified by the 
workes of the Law? If not, then to what end 
the Law dorh ſerue, and wherefore wee are to 
doe good workes, how they are to bee done, 
and whiether they ſhall be rewarded of God or 
no? ®neft.247.to 258. 

Laſtly ,it ſhewerh that wee of our ſeldes can 
dee no good work, but onely by the grade of 
God, and that the grace of God is to be obtai- 
ned of vs by prayer: and then followeth the 
meaning cf the. Lords prayer and what ſhall 
become of all after this life, Qveſt. 258, to 
the end. | 

All which things are briefly, familiarly and 
plainely ſet downe by Queſtions and Anſwers 
that euen the ſimpleſt may eaſily (if they will 
vie the meanes ) both leat ne and vnderſtand 
theſame, And becauſe that in matters of Reli- 
oe gion,

gion, nothing is to bee receiued, but what is 
plainely proued by the Scriptures, I haue at the 
end of almoſt every Anſwere, quoted the pla · 
ces of Scriptures, for the proofe of the ſame. 
And the places (for the moſt part) are plaine 
and eaſie, as you ſhall finde if you turne to 
them. And that you may ſee that whatſoeuer 
is neceſſary to be knowne, beleeued and practi- 
ſed of vs to ſaluation, is conteined in the Scrip- 
tures, I haue alſo ſet downe in order the 
very ſubſtance of Diuinity in Texts of Scrip- 
ture, 

Laſtly, to the end that all may the more de- 
teſt Popery, l haue added a Dialogue betweene 
aweake Chriſtian, and a Miniſter , ſhewing 
that Popery is contrary to. the very grounds 
ofrheCarholike Religion, and that therefore 
Papiſts cannot be good Catholikes. And this 
I have done, not in hatred of their perſons 
(for wiſh vnfainedly their converſion in this 
world, and their ſaluation in the world to 
come) but in hatred of their falſe doctrine, and 
chat the ſimple may not be ſeduced with the 
ticle and colour of Catholikes and Catholike 
Church. Although many ſound and learned 

diuines haue of late yeeres fully laid open all 
points of Popery, and throughly confuted the 
lame: yet the vulgar ſort, eyther for want of 
2 "> | money 
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money to buy their bookes, or leyſureto reade 
them (bei ng for the moſt part verie large) or 
elſe for want of knowledge to iudge of them 
(being learnedly written) know not ſo much 
as what Popery is: but thinke (yea and ſome- 
times ſpeake it) that the Papiſts differ not much 
from vs, and that wee might bee eaſily recon- 
ciled, 3 
For the good therefore of the ſimple and 
vnlearned, I haue briefly , plainely and: fa- 
miliarly ſet dow ne ſuch ſpeciall points, as they 
doe hold contrary to the very grounds of Re- 
ligion: that ſo, ſuch as yet ſtand, may be confir- 
med, the weake ones kept from embracing 
Popery, and ſuch asare of late falne from vs, 
may (if Gods will bee fuch ) bee reclaimed: 
By Papiſts I vnderſtand ſuch as cledue to 
the Pope in religion, and are obedient Vnto 
him. And Ithinke they will not be offended 
with thename, no more then wee are with the 
name of Proteſtants. And in ſetting downe 
their opinions, Ideale not with them, as they 
deale with vs, namely, charging vs with ſuch 
things as wee teach not, but rather vtterly diſ- 
claime. 1 33 + e24l 
As for example: There was not long ſince 
in a certaine Citie of this kingdome) appre- 
hended a Ieſuite: and among other —_ 
2 — 
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Found about him, hee had a certaine paper, 
- wherein were 44 politions, ſet downe as oe | 
trines maintained by Proteſtants : and of theſe 
44. almoſt 20 of them were grofle lies. As for 
example: s 

Firlt, that wee hold and teach, that children 
are ſaued onely by the faith of their parents 
without baptiſme, _ 

Secondly,that one mult not baptize but ata 
Sermon, | 

Thirdly, that God doth not onely permit, 
but doth cauſe ſinne. | | 

Fourthly, that there is no Cup of conſecra- 
tion. | 

Fiftly, that one may preach without beg 
ſent, with ſuch like things; which are 
notdtious lies: for — 2 teach no ſuch 
things, but rather the contrary. If any haue 
| breached ſuch doctrine, ifthey bee knowne, i 
they are puniſned by our Church. 

And this hath bin their practice from time 
to time, in charging vs with ſuch points of doc. 
trine, as were neuer allow d of, but condemn 

by vs. Inſerting downe therefore of their opi · . 
nions, I alleadge eyther their very words, or 
the ſumme ther of, and quote the places where f. 
the ſame are to bee found. And I doe not ſet 
downe the words of ſomo priuate man, ore. 

well uc 
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ſuch as are of no account in the Church of 
Rome, but of their Councell of Trent; the 
Rhemsfts, Bellar mins, and ſuch as whoſe words 
and' writings are approued and allowed of by 
the Church of Rome. | 
And then at the end of every particular 
point of Popery, I quote alſo divers of our 
owne late Writers,where the points are hand- 
led more at large: ſo that if any be diſpoſed to 
ſee what they hold, and how they are confu- 
ted, hee may turne to the Authors, and finde 
the ſame. And becauſe the Papiſts ſtand ſo 
much vpon antiquitie, I haue alſo ſer downe 
the time when the moſt ſubſtantiall points of 
Popery came firſt into the Church. (See Doc- 
tor Albot, in defence ofthe reformed Catho- 
like, page 109. to 121.) . 
There is one thing, which (it may be) ſome 
will not like of, and that is, the vſing of ſoine 
homely compariſons, and pleaſant conceites: 
but I would haue ſuchto know, that a Pill is a 
Jeery bitter thing, and therefore men ( many 
times) before they come to ſwallow it, will 
; Toll it in hony, or ſome other ſweet thing, 
hat ĩt may goe down the more pleaſantly: and 
Icberefore Ihaue done the like with this my 
Pill, that ſoit may be taken with the more de- 
ht. And heerein I haue done but as 3 
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did with Baals Prieſts, 1. Kings 18.27. and no 
more then Eſay did with idolaters in his time, 
Eſay 44.16, , | 

My requeſt then to you is, that you will ac- 
cept theſe foure ſmall mites, and employ them 
for your owne direction, and the good of 
your ſamilies. Teach your little ones the firſt, 
and then as they growe in yeeres, let them 
learne the reſt. And heerein you are to hauea 
reſpect to the nature and condition of your 
children. Ifthey be but of weake capacitie, and 
haue but weake memories, you are to require 
the leſſe of them. If that you would allow. 
them ſome ſmall time in euery weeke to learne 
the ſame; and euery Lords day (after the pub- 
like exerciſes in the Church) you would ſpend 
but qne hour, or halfe, in examining them, you 
ſhall finde, that in a few yeeres they would euen 
lea n them all. And further, this you hal finde, 
that by teaching your families, you ſhall much 
profit your ſelues, ſo that when you ſhall hear 
the Catechiſme expounded in the Church (at 
Miniſters are now cõmanded to do it) youſhall 
by this meanes vnderſtand the better what is 
taught, and profit a great deale the more by it 
Tou ſhal! doe well alſo to reade ouer offen- 
times the Texts of Scriptures (as they are {et 


done in order) and ſo you ſhall ſee how eueſj 
point 
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point of doctrine ( deliuerd by the Miniſter in 
izing ) is confirmed, And concerning 
the Catechiſme for Catholikes, you ſhall doe 
well alſo ſometimes to reade it, or cauſe your 
children to doe it, that ſo you may ſee what 
Poperie is, and accordingly rake heede of it. 
Theſe things if you be carefull to performe, I 
doubt not, but (in aſhorttime) you ſhall finde 
great good to come heereof to your children, 
much comfort to your ſelues, and God hereby 
ſhallbe glorified : to whoſe moſt bleſſed and 
foly direction, I commend you now and

23 to take notice of, concerning the for- 
2 25 mer Principles, or Grounds of Reli- 
gion: namely, that nothing is to be 


receiued for 2 Principle of Religion, or true and 
ſound doctrine, which hath not foundation inthe 
Word ot God,or is not contained therein: for the 
Word of God (or the Scripture as we call it) is the 
tule of all truth , and giues vs a perfect direction, 


both for faith and manners: and whatſocuer Arti- 
cle and doctrine is neceſſary to ſaluation, is deliue- 
red plainly in the holy Scripture; and thꝭfore in 
reading this, or any Catechiſm,you are not by and 
by to belecue Whatſoeuer is therein contained: 
but to ſee and conſider how euety thing is confir- 
med by the Scriptures ; for your faith and conſci- 
ence muſt be grounded, not vpon the weake and 
vnperfect ſpeeches of ſinnefull men, but vpon the 
pure and ſure Word of God. And therefore at the 
end of euery anſwere, l haue quoted ſome plaine 
place of Scripture to confirm the ſame, fome few 
only excepted, which though in plain words they 
are not to be found in the Scriptures, yet by good 
conſequence they are drawn from the Scrjptures, 
And whatſocucr is truly and ſoundly collected 
| F 4 from 
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from Scripture, isto be beleeued of ys, as though 
it were expreſly written, As for example, when 
Chriſt would confute the Sadduces that de- 
nyed the reſurrection, he alleadgeth the words of 
God to Moſes: I am the God of Abraham, Iſaac & 
Jacob. From hence this truth is ſtrongly collected, 
viz, that Abraham, Iſaac and lacob 125 liue, and 
riſe according to their bodies : becauſe God ſaith 
Chriſt) isnotthe God of the dead, but of the li- 
uing. Therefore now this conſequence,that Abra. 
ham and the Saints departed, ſhall riſe, muſt bee 
creditedno leſſe then that expreſſe Scripture from 
whence Chriſt drew it. And to the end that you 
may ſee, that all neceſſary poynts of faith & man- 
ners are plainely expreſſed in the Scriptures, Ihaue 
heere in order ſet downe the ſumme & ſubſtance 
of Chriſtian Religion, in certaine Texts of Sctip- 
ture. The order of it is this: The true knowledge 
of Godind ot Ieſus Chriſt, which is life eternal 
(chat is the way and meanes to eternall life ) is to 
be found in the Scriptures. Therfore firſt we begin 
with the Scriptures: rhen wee come to the know- 
ledge of God, and of his workes, as of his eternal! 
decree of Predeſtination, Creation, and Proui- 
dence, concerning Angels and men: in which, Pro- 
uidence is to be conſidered the fall of Angels and 
man, and the miſery that followed therof, namely, 
finne and death, Secondly, followeth Gods Co- 
uenant with man, namely, the couenant of works, 
and the couenant of grace. Concerning the co- 
uenant of wor kes, there is ſhewed the impoſſihi- 
li of keeping it, and to What end it ſerues. In the 
5 | couenant 
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eouenant of grace is noted; Firft, the foundation 
St it, which is Chrift the Mediator. Secondly, the 
meanes of applying Chriſt vnto vs. In Chriſt wee 
arc to conſider his perſon, and office. His office is 
threefold, The application of the couenant of 
grace, where is ſhewed the vnion & communion 
which the elect haue with Chriſt, The meanes of 
the reucaling and applying of the couenant of 
grace, are eyther inward , as the Spirit of Chriſt, 
aud faith; or outward, namely, the Word and Sa- 
craments, The maner of reuealing it, is out calling 
vnto Chriſt, The perſons to whoin it is reucaled, 
namely, tothe Church. As the benefit we receiue 
from the propheticall office ot Chriſt, is the reuea- 
ling of the couenant of grace, whereby we are 
made wiſe to ſaluation: ſo the benefit we receiue 
ſtom the Prieſtly office of Chriſt is our iuſtificati- 
on before God.

is Sanctiſication. The rule of Sanctification is the 
Word of God, euenthe Law and the Goſpell, The 
effect of Sanctification, is Repentance. The notes 
of Repentance, are ſpecially two: A hatred of all 
ſinnes, and the practice of good workes, Among 
good workes,almes and prayer are ſpecially com- 
mende d to vs. The ſpeciall helps to prayer, and to 
the performing of other good workes, are vowes 
and faſting, Then laiily is co be conſidered, Gods

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dealing wich man after this life, by bringing all 
mento ludgement, which is eyther particular, or 
generall. And tothe end that you may in reading 
theſe Texts of Scripture ) perceiue, how one 
thing depends vpon an other, Ihaue ſet downe 
(ouer the Texts of Scripture ) the things whereof 
the places following doe ſpeake.

M. The Creed is a confeſſion of faith. con-

wit be ſaued. They haue deuiſed many other new 
Articles of faith beſides, ond contrarp to the Ar- | 
kicles ofthe Apoſtles Creed: which they hold ne⸗ 
ceſſarily to be belued ot all that will bee ſaued: 


As namelp, indulgences and a treaſury of ſaints 
mcrits, 
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merits, — pꝛeſence, the Popes ſupꝛema⸗ 
tie, Purgakoꝛie, and ſuch like. In the Councell 
of Trent, the curſe Anat hema is pꝛonounted vps 
on all ſuch as denie theſe oz any of them. Maſter 
Perkins firff Uol. page 621. The Creed fea- 
<cth what euerie one in particular is to knowe 
and beleeue: anda true faith cannot ffand with⸗ 
ont certain knowledge. The Papiſts maintaine 
an implicite, oꝛ an ignoꝛant faith ; namely, that 
it is enough to beleeue as the Church beleeneth : 
though they know not what the Churchis, noz 
what the Church beleeueth. And they commend 
this faith by the example of an old deuout father, 
a Colliar, who being tempted of the Diuell, and 
aſked how he beleeued; anſwered, That he belce⸗ 
ned as the Church belerued: being aſked againe 
how the Church bel&ened, he anſwered, Is J be⸗ 
Jeue : whereupon, the Dinell (as they ſay) was 
faiaeto depart.

J could ſhew pon man p, but I feare that 
then J ſhould be tedious to you 25 will there foꝛe 
ſet downe onsly the chiefeſt. In the ſecond and 
third Article is deſcrived and ſet fo:th vnto vs 
both the perſon x office of cur ediatoꝛ, namely, 
thathe is both God and man, a Pꝛophet, Pꝛieſt, 
and Ring. | 
Concerning his verſen, although in words 
they confefle him to be God and man, pet indeed 
they deny it: foꝛ they aſcribe bo him a body in⸗ 
uiſtble and infinite: they teach that hee is coꝛ⸗ 
poꝛally pꝛeſent in infinite places at once, 
which is pꝛoper onelp to God, and contrary to 
the nature ofa true body. And ſo in eſtect they do 
euen deny his Pan-hod, The Sonne of God is 
called Jeſus, becauſe he is a Daniour ., yea the 
onelp and perfect Sauiour ſchich ſaueth vs from 
dur ſinnes: that is, hath deliuered vs not onely 
from the blame, oꝛ guiltines but fully alſo from 
the puniſhment due to dur ſinnes, Mat 1 21. 
Acts 4. 12. Heb. . 25. 

The Papiſts teach, that there muſk allo 
ſome ſatisfaction of cur owne come to make vp 
dur perfect Redemption, Concil. Trid. Seil. 
14.6.8. Can. 11, 15. Thep will not be ſaued 
only by IE SVS CHRIS x but by the 
merits alſo of Saints, their owne merits, Popes 
- | pardons} cc. yea they aſcribe that to others, 

9 which 
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which is pꝛoper to Chꝛiſt alone, and ſo conſe⸗ 
quently make them their Sanicurs : As fa er- 
ample. ' 

They aſcribe to S. Francis the ſame titles, pꝛo⸗ 
perties, power, and the very ſame office due tg 
Jeſus Ch:ilt, ⁊ in all reſpects they make him like 
to Chꝛiſt: ſchatſoeuer Chꝛiſt did that (as they 

ſap) did S. Francis. And what is this in effec. , 
but to make him their Sauiour? That they do 
aſcribe the foꝛmer things to S. Francis, is to be 
ſeene in a boke wꝛitten on purpoſe, to ſhew the 
confoꝛmity between him and Chꝛiſt, called The 
Confo:mitp of Francis) the. which hath bin con⸗ 
firmed by the authozify of the Church of Rome, 
Pope Gregory the Ninth, iniopned the faithful 
to hold and firmely to belene the things taught 
inthe ſaidboke concerning S. Francis, and that 
he ſhould be puniſhed as an Heretike that would 
thinke the contrarp. Confor. F. 2. lib. 1 Fol. 3. 

C. To whom elſe doe they aſcribe that 
which is proper to Jeſus Chriſt ? 

M. To the Uirgin Mary. They deſcribe her 
nature by her name (Maria,) conſiffing of fiue 
letters, and theſe ( as they ſay ) doe impoꝛt the 
fine offices to be exerciſed by her toward vs, The 
firff is, Maternitatis, of Pother-hod: ſignified 
by the letter /: foz ſhe (as they lay) is the 
mother of mercy, thꝛough whom we obtaine 

Mercy, 
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mercp. Mer ſecond office is Conſeruationis, of 


tonſeruing the treaſure of God: ſignified by ths 


letter A: which repzeſenteth ream the/anrs, 
the cheſt of treaſure : foꝛ in her (as they ſap ): 
we ſhall finde an infinite treaſure of the wiſdome 
and grace of God. Yer third office is, Directionis 
et gubernationus ot direction and gouerning hy ex- 
ample of her life. This is impoꝛted by the letter 
R. and therefoze thee is named Regina, the 
Nuene, Mer fourth office is, 7aculations et 
repulſionis ivximicorum of flinging and repelling 
back of enemies: ſignified by the letter J: and 
therefoꝛe they pꝛay thus toher: 7 nos ab hoſte 
protege, tt hora mortis ſuſcipe. Pꝛotect thou vs 
from the enemie, and receine vs at the houre of 

death, * | 
Her laſt Dffice ig duocati uis, of Aduoca⸗ 
tion, impoꝛted by the letter A. from whence 
they pꝛay thus: © our aduocate, turne thy mer⸗ 
cifull eyes vnto vs. And what doe they herein, 
but euen place her in the rome of Jeſus, and 
make her their Dauiour 2 Theſe are the very 
woꝛds of Fryer John Viguerius, ( a Doctour, 
yea and a publike pꝛafeſſour of diuinity among 
them) in his Inſtitutions to his Catholike Theo⸗ 
logie, Cap. 20. Sect. 9. Fol. 2 14. And heerein he is 
like to ſuch as can make Bells to formd, euen 
what pleaſeth their phantaſticall bzaine, and as 
Dz bell 
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beſt map fed their ſuperſtitions humeurs. 

Further they ſay, that ſh& is the oꝛiginall of 
our ſaluation, the reconerer of grace and foꝛgi⸗ 
nenes, our hope, our ſaluation, reſurrection, xc, 
pea that to her it is giuen to bꝛuiſe the Serpents 
head, that ſhe hath done it, and pꝛocured that 
peace betweene God and man, which no man 
could pꝛocure, Viguerius Ibid. 2 14.2 15. Confor.

C. Surely yes: and! thinke i it moſt horrible 
"blaſphemie, . 

M. Accdunt you this blaſphemy : what ſay 
pouthen to that which Carolus Scribanws,a Je⸗ 
ſait hath wꝛitten of her As namely, Firſt, that 
the milke of Mary may come into compariſon 
with the bloud of Chꝛiſt. Sec ondlp, that the 
Chꝛiſtian mans faith maplawfullp take hold of 


both as well as one. Thirdly. that the beſt coma 


pound foz a ſick ſoule, is to mix together her milk, 
and Chꝛiſts bloud. Fourthly, that the ſinnes 
and ſpirituall diſeaſes of the ſoule,avecuredaſwel 
by her milk as by his bloud, Fiftly,that her milk 
and the merit and vertue pf it, ismoze pꝛeci⸗ 
ous and excellent then C hſts bloud. Theſe moſk 
poꝛrible blaſphemies, with many ſuch like, are to

C. Theſe books were written long agone, 
and — may be that they are no reiected by the 
Papilte. 

M. The latter of them was inderde wꝛitten 
long agone, but is not retected, but fands vncon⸗ 
trouled, oꝛ rather defended by the Jeſuits and 
thoſe of the pꝛincipall. The foꝛmer Was wzit- 
ten but lately. And whereas both the Authoꝛ and 
his bok (as M. C. faith ) deſerued the fire and 
halter, it was ſo farrefrom being milliked in the 
Romiſh Dynagogue, oꝛ any wap cenſared, that 
the bwke hath bene repꝛinted, and the Authour 
and his bok ſtand enrolled, app:wned and com⸗ 
mended( in their great volumes ſet out foz that 
purpoſe ) foz god and Catholike.

and euen to ſap that the Pope is Chꝛiſt: Confor. 
F. 2. li. 2. fol. 10. Jhat thep do thus place S. Fran- 
cis, the Uirgin Mary, and the Pope in Chꝛiſts 
rome, and ſo make them Sauiours, is moꝛe at 
large · and ſufficiently pꝛoued ( out of their owne 


Titers) in a little Treatiſe ( ſet foꝛth by P. 


Thomas Rogers inthe pere 1589) intituled, An

comming in the fleſh, 1. Ioh. 4. 3. 
C. Shew me wherein they deny his Office, 
M. Chiiff is a P:ophet to teach his Church, 
and to reueale the will of God vnto vs, to ſchom 
all are to hearken, Mat 17.5. loh. 10.25. Act. 
3-222 3. And this he hath perfecly done in the 
Scriptures. 

They p2eferre their owne blinde traditi- 
ons befoze the Scriptures : they lay aſide the 
Scriptures,accormting and calling them, Dumb 
Judges, A Noſe of ware , The black Goſpell, 
Inken diuinity, xc. Piggius Contr. 3. deEccl. 
Hierarch. 1ib.z.cap. 3- A certaine popiſh Doc⸗ 
to: reaſoning with P. Tindal,was not aſhamed . 
to ſap, that wee were better da be withput Gods 
Law then the Popes. They likewiſe ſet vp J- 
mages to be Lay-mensbwks, and ſo in all this 
thep deny by conſequence his Pꝛophetical office. 
Chaift is alſo a Pꝛieſt, and that foz euer, after 
the ozder of Melchiſedech, Heb. y. 24. And in 
this his office he hath none to ſuccæde him, They 
acknowledge not this, but maintain fill an out⸗ 
ward and coꝛpoꝛall Pzieſt-hod, to offer vp an 
outward ſacrifice,euen Ohꝛiſt himſelfe, Rhem.on 
Heb.chap. 7.7.SeR.7.8. 

C. If this were true, why then, the Prieſt 


were become a Mediatour betweene God and 
H 4 Chriſt : 
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Chriſt: the which is moſt abſurd, to think thay | 


any creature ſhould be ſuch a one. 

M. If is indede moſt abſurd: and pet in the 
very Canon of the Paſſe they intimate thus 
much, when they requeſt God to accept their 
gifts and oſterings (namely, Chꝛiſt himſelle ofle⸗ 
red) as he did the ſacriſices of Abel Moah. And 
ſchich is moꝛe abſurd than this, ( yea blaſphemp 
fo any to affirme)they(bp their foꝛmer doctrine) 
do make the Pꝛieſt to be moze wozthy, in ſome 
reſpec, then Chꝛiſt: fo2 the perſon that doth of- 
fer a facrifice, is of moꝛe wozthand honour then 
the thing which he offereth ; but the Pꝛieſt (as 
they (ay) offereth vn Chꝛiſt to God his Father: 
therekoꝛe the Pꝛieſt that offereth him, is of moꝛe 
woꝛth end hanoꝛ then Chꝛiſt, whom he offereth. 
28 Ckniſt isa pꝛieſt, fo he alone, (and that 
but once foꝛ all) eſfred hümſelfe: and by his one 
aſering onte offered, hath made a full and -per= 
fect fatisfaction ſoꝛ all our fins, ſo that now there 
remaincth no mie offering fo2 ſinnes, Heb. 
9. 1214,26 10, 14, 18. They teach that in the 
Maſſe, there is dayip a ſacrifice offered foz 
tte 0778 both of the quick and the dead: and 
fo ttzey make Chꝛiſts ſacrifice not to bee the 
perfect and onelp ſacrifice of the new Teſta⸗ 
ment, but ſet vp another in ſtead thereof; 

C. They ſay that their ſacrifice is not a 

new 
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new ſacriſice, or another from Chriſts, but that 
ĩt is the ſame. 

M. The Authoꝛ to the Mebꝛewes teacheth, 
that Chꝛiſts ſacrifice neither may, noꝛ onght to 
be reiterated and repeated: foꝛ as it is but one, ſo 
it was but once offered. And this woꝛd (Once) 
he vſeth fine feucrall times, Heb.7. 27. 9.12. 26, 


28.10. 
C. They ſay that Chriſt indeed was offered 


but once after a bloudy manner: but he is often 
offered after an vnbloudy manner. 

M. This diſfinction of theirs hath no warrant 
out of Gods UWlozd 2: nap rather it is directly a- 
gainſt the Wozd : foꝛ, Heb. 9.22. it is ſaid, Al- 
moſt all things are by the law purged with bloud: 
and without ſhedding of bloud is no remiſſion. 
From whence we may thus reaſon, Without 
wedding of blond is no remiſſion : but in the 
Paſſe is no ſhedding of bloud : therefoze no 
temiſſion. And therefozs it is no facrifice foz 


C. Though this their diſtinction bee not 
to be found in the Scriptures, yet it is in the 
writings of the Fathers. 

M. The Fathers indede make mention of 
vnblody Dacrifices: but they hereby vnderſtand 
not outward and bodily Sacriſices fo2 ſinne, but 
the Spirituall Sacrifices of Chꝛiſtians _ 

ep 
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thop ſo call chem, in comparing them with the 
bloudy ſacrifices of the Law, and with Chziſts 
bloudy Dacrifice. * - 

C. The Papiſts doe not ſay that theſacri- 
fice of the Maſſe is an expiatorie, but an appli- 
catory ſacrifioe: that is, it ſerues not properly 
to make any ſatisfaction to God, but rather to 
apply vnto vs the ſatisfaction of Chriſt alrea: 
die made. | | 

M. Their doctrine is, that it is a facrifice 
pꝛopitiatoꝛy: that is, auaileable to obtaine ( ex 
opere operato, by the very wozke wꝛought) remiſ⸗ 
ſion and pardon of all their ſinnes: yea, that it is 
auaileable fo obtain all other benefits zas peace, 
health, and ſuch like, Concil. Trid. Sell. 22. 
Can, 3. Bellarm. lib. 1. de Miſſ. cap. 23. lib. 
2. cap. 3. But let it be (as vou ſap) that they 
account it but an applicatozy ſacrifice, pet this 
maketh nothing koꝛ them. The Dacrifices of 
the Law did ſerue to apply the vertue of Chꝛiſts 

Croſſe: and pet the Apoſtle ercludeth them by 
this reaſon ; that vhore there is remiſſion of ſins, 
there is no moꝛe Dacrifice, Heb. 10. 18. Tcher⸗ 
foꝛe if the Apoſtles reaſon be good, it t oncludeth 
alfo againlf their Sacrifice applicatozy. Again, 
the Apoſtle teacheth, that thereloze the Sacri- 
fices of the Lawe are abolifhed by the death of 
Chꝛiſt; becanſe they were but ſhadowes — 
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things to come, and could not make the offerers 
perfect, c. Heb. 10. 1,2,3. Andtherefoze,this 
kind of applying Sacrifice ( which thep faine 
themſelues) hath ceaſed. Nee ntede not now a 
Sacrifice foꝛ the application of Chꝛiſts death: 
foz Chꝛiſt to that end hath appointed the pꝛeach⸗ 
ing of the Moꝛo, and hath inſtituted Sacra⸗ 
ments, thereby his death, with all the benefits 
thereof, are moſt fruitfully applicd vnto vs, Gal. 
4.1. 1. Cor. 11,26, Againe, this their apply⸗ 
ing ſacrifice, is againſt the nature of a Sacra- 
ment, in nhich God giues Chꝛiſt vnto vs: vher- 
as in a Dacrifice God receiues from man, and 
man giues ſomething to God, 

C. The ancient Fathers vſed to call the 
Supper of the Lord, a Sacrifice: it ſhogld ſeem 
therefore, that there is {ome Sacrifice offered 
therein to God. 

NM. It. is true that they called it ſo: not that 
is therein offered a Sacrifice to God, but 

in other reſpects. Jirſt, becauſe that therein 
there was an offering and giuing ofalms, bꝛead, 
wine, ec. which are a Spirituall Sacrifice. De- 
condly, they called the Dacrament, a-Dacrifice, 
not pꝛoperly, but figuratinely 2 becauſe there 
was therein a repꝛeſentation of that Sacrifice 
which was offered vpon the Croffe, and becauſe 
tis a eommemoꝛation of Chꝛiſts —_— he 
ed 
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offeredfo2 vs, and of his bloud which he thed fo 
vs. Thirdly, It is called aſacrifice, becauſe it 
is an application of the Dacrifice offred vpon the 
Croſſe, vnta our ſelues. Fourthly, It is ſocal- 
led, becauſe of the ſacrifice of pꝛayers and thankl⸗ 
giuings: and becauſe in the Loꝛds Sup⸗ 
per wee offered our ſelues vnts God to bee 


conſecrated vnto him, and ſerue him in body and 


ſoule. . 

C. What is then your opinion of the Po- 
piſh Maſſe? ä 

M. It is an abbꝛidgement of all ſuperſtition 
and idolatry : there is in it adoꝛation directed to 
bꝛead: there is ( as they ſay ) the body of Chꝛiſt 
offered really in a ſacrifice of pꝛopitiation: ſchich 
was neuer offred but once with ſhedding of 
bloud, «There is adoꝛation offfocks and ſlones, 
inuocation of dead men, ſaving of Maſſes to the 
honour of Saints and Angels, yg 
dead mens bones, and ſueh like abominatt- 
ons. 

C. If the Matle bee ſuch an idoll, and 
ſo contrary to Chriſts ſacrifice, whence had 
it then its firſt beginning? 

M. The Pale had this oziginall : Firſt, 
the Lo2ds Supper was eelebꝛated in moſt fin- 
ple and plaine manner. Secondly, it beganne 
to admit lame increaſe of ceremonies, —

the offerings ſoz the dead, ſchich was but a 
thankſgining fo2 them, vntill moꝛe then two 
hundzed yeeres after CBRIDT. Thirdly, 
pꝛapers fo2 the dead, got entrance into the Loꝛds 
Supper about the peere foure hundꝛed: and then 
came in Purgatozy , and the redemption of 
ſoules from thence by Paſſes. Maſter Perkins.

I the Patte is like a beggers cloake, patcht vp 


with many pieces, whereof ſome were put in at 
one time, ſome at another. One Pope puts in 
one patch, another Pope puts in another: and 
it was not fully patcht vp, as now it is till 
twelue hundzed peeres alter CHR 1 T. 
Aas and Ponuments, Page. 1274, &c. And in 
the Canon of the Palle, there are tohæ found 
a full halfe hundꝛzed of erroꝛs and blaſphe⸗ 
mies, Synoplis, Papiſmi. the 13. generall Cons 
trouerſie. quæſt. 8s. 

C. But how can the Maſſe bee ſo late and 
new, ſeeing that the Fathers in their writings 
make mention of it? 

M. The woꝛd (Mia) (which is now called 
the Maſſe) in the Fathers, ſigniſieth a pu blike 
meeting to the communion, and to pꝛapers, oz 
the ſolemne diſmiſſion of that meeting, oz euen 
the foꝛme of their religious woꝛſhip. And the 
Phꝛaſe Miſſam facere, (vſed in ſome of the — 

rs 
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thers) doth not ſigniſie to ſap the Popiſh Malle, 
but to diſmiſſe ſome out ofthe aſſembly. After 
the Sermon the Catechumeniſts, (that is, ſuch 
as learned the Catechiſme, and were not pet ads 
mitted to the Loꝛds Supper) are diſmiſſed. And 
hrreupon the Communion was called :ſa 
figuratmelp, becauſe when it began, there was a 
dilmiſſion of ſome, Perkins. 2. Uolume 5 5 2.2. 
D.553. m—_— Papiſml. the 13 generall Con- 
trouerſie. Quelt. 

C. Iam Taricfied touching che Sacrificeof 
the Maile, by which (as I doe now plainely 
perceiue ) they doe euen deny the Prieſt-· hood, 
and the onely ſacrifice of Chriſt : I pray you 
now to ſhew me wherein elſe they cy his 
Prieit-hobd ? 

M. «Ch:iffts P:ieft-hod conſiſfeth of two 
parts, Satisfaction, and interceſſion. As by his 
one Dacrifice once oſtered, he hath made a per- 
fed ſatisfaction foꝛ our ſinnes: ſo he now conti- 
nually maketh interceſſion to God foꝛ vs, Rom. 
8.34. Heb. 7. 25. The Papiſts teach, that the 
Saints in heauen doe make interceſfion to God 
foꝛ particular men, accoꝛding to their ſeuerall 
wants: and that hautng recetued particular mens 
pꝛapers, they pꝛeſent them vnto God. And lo 
herein they doe alſo deny the office of Chꝛiſts 
P:lclt-hod, Khem. on Luke. 1 6. Sect. 4. 2 2. 

or. 
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Cor. i. Sect. 3. on 2. Pet. i. Sect.3. and in many 
other places. 

C. They ſay that Chriſt indeed is the onely 

Mediatour of Redemption, but the Saints are 
alſo Mediatours of Interceſſion. 
M. Chis is but an idle diſtinction: foꝛ Chꝛiſt 
onely is the Mediatour aſwell of the one as the 
other. Foꝛ in a true and ſufficient Pediatour, 
ther mult be theſe p2operties:firff of all, the woꝛd 
of God muſt reueale and pꝛopound him vnto the 
Church. Secondly, he muſt be perfedly iuſt, and 
ſuch a one as in whom was no ſinne euer found. 
Thirdly, he muſt be a Pꝛopitiatour, that is, bꝛing 
ſome thing to God, that may appeaſe and ſatis⸗ 
fie his wꝛath and inffice fs2 our ſinnes. Now, 
theſe thzee pꝛoperties are not to be found in any 
creature,but in Chꝛiſt alone: and theretoꝛe he is 
the onely Pediatour of Interceſſian, aſwell as 
of Redemption, Perkins. 1. Vol. 603.604, 

C. Doe they teach any thing contrary to 
the Kingly office of Chriſt ? 

M. Pes, thepteach that the Pope is Chꝛiſts 


Uicar, and head of the Church that he can make ; 


Laws to bind the Conſcience ; that he can make 
new Articles, and abolih the old; that he can diſ⸗ 
penſe with all the pzecepts both of the old e new 
Teſtament .: And ſo herein (and in manp other 
ſuch like things) they deny the kingly Office of 
Chziſt. C. le 
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C. It ſeemeth then to mee (by this which 
you haue ſaid) that though in words they con. 
— Chriſt, yet in deed and in truth they deny 

Um. 

M. They doe ſo indede: fez whoſoeuer de⸗ 
nyeth the office of Chꝛiſt. ( fo2 the perfoꝛmante 
thereof her came in the fleſh ) denieth in effec, 
Chꝛiſt tobe come in the fieſh:but the Papiſts de- 
nie his office, therefoꝛe they deny him to ber 
come in the fleſh 2 andſo they are no god Catho⸗ 
likes, but rather Heretikes. 

C. What ſhould mooue the Church of 
Rome in words to acknowledge Chriſt, and 
yet to deny his office ? „ 

M. It makes much foꝛ her pꝛofit, and by this 
meanes they doe the moze eaſily deceiue people; 
That their p2ofit and aduantage is the onely end 
they aime at, aꝑpeareth by a moſt blaſphemous 
ſperch ofa Pope of Nome, (Leo the 10.) who 
being ſomewhat mouedagainft one of his Car⸗ 
dinals, foz alleadging a place againſt him out of 
the Golpell concerning Chꝛiſt, anſwered him 
thus, Juan um nobis profuit iſt a fahula de Chri- 
ſto? D what aduantage hath this fable of Chꝛiſt 
bꝛeught vs? er dan de ſtaru Relig. &c. Reip. lib. 
I. They are herein much like to a Fowler, who

They teach, that the 
Uirgin Mary was alſs conceined without oꝛigi⸗ 
nall ſinne : and that by this meanes it came to 
palle, that Chꝛiſt was fre from all fpot, Concil. 
Trid. Seſſ.s. cap. I. de peccato originali. And ſo 


— es Hero vuerth;owe this Ar 
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to whole onely power the Scripture doth impute 
Chꝛiſts holines, x not tothe Uirgia Mary, vhid 
was no leſſe then all others conceined and bozne 
in finne,and did nede Chꝛiſt to be her ediatour 
 afwellas the reſt ot mankinde.There was a long 
time a foule ſfirre in the Church of Rome, be- 
twene the Dominicans and the Franciſcans a⸗ 
bout this point, Acts and Monuments, page.7 32. 
It was the common opinion of Fathers and 
Waiters vntill Lumbards time, ( tthich was a- 
bout the yeere x 150 ) that ſhe was conceiued in 
Oꝛiginall ſiane, Perkins. 2.Vol. 595. In the 
4. Article we p;ofelle that Chꝛiſt ſuffered, xc. by 
tthich he hath made a full and perfect ſatisfaction 
fo2 the ſinnes of his elect, and foꝛ the vhole pu- 
niſhment thereof, both eternall and tempozall. 

The Papiſts teach, that Chꝛiſt hath ſatisfiey 

fo2 antes going befoze Baptiſme : but concer⸗ 
ning ſinnes following Bayptiſme, the fault is re⸗ 
mitted by the paſſion of Chaiſf, and the prmiſh⸗ 
ment ( ſchich of infinite is made finite) is to bee 
ſatisfied foꝛ, by men themſelues eyther heere 82 
in Purgatoꝛie: that is, men themſelues muſt ſa⸗ 
tisfic the iuſtice of God, fo2 the tempozall puniſh- 
ment of their offences,cpther on earth oꝛ in Pur- 
gatozie. 

There is( ſay they) a cerfaine infernall place 
in the earth, called Purgatozie, in the whichas 

| : nn 
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in a pꝛiſon⸗ houſe, the ſoules ichich were not fully 
purged in this life, are there clenſed and parged 
by fire, befoꝛe they can be receiued into heanen. 
Bellar. de Purgat. lib. 1. cap. i. and cap. 3. lib. 2. 
cap. 6. Rhem. on 1 Cor 3. Sect. 4. Thep ſlap al⸗ 
ſo, that it is an Article of faith, to beleeue that 
there is a Purgatoꝛie; and that he which be liucs it 
not, is ſure to go to Hell, Bellarm. ibid. lib. 1.cap, 
15. But this is ſo farre fram bering an Arti⸗ 
cle of faith, as that it is a meere fable, and con⸗ 
trarp to an Article of faith. The bloud of Chꝛiſt 
is the Purgatoꝛie of our ſinnes, 1. Iohn 17 
Afﬀicttons are called the fiery triall, (1 Pet. 1.7. 
4. 1 2.) thereby we are clenſed from our coꝛrup⸗ 
tion, as gold is from the d2alle by fire. No other 
Purgatoꝛie is to bee found in the Dcriptures., 
The Scriptures meftion but two ſoꝛt of men, 
beldtuers and vabeleucrs 3 and but two places 
after this foꝛ them, heauen foꝛ the one, and hell 
foz the other, Luke 16.25, 26. John. 3. 3 6. Reuel. 
20. 14, 15.2 1.7, 8. They that die in the Lozd, 
reſt from their labours: which cannot bee true. if 
any of them goe to Purgatoꝛie. Their wozkes 
follow them, that is, the reward of their wozkes, 
Reuel. 14. 1 3. If any man ſhould haue gone to 
Purgatoꝛie, then the thiefe vpon the Croſſe hav 
gone thither: whs repenting at his end, wanted 

time to mabe latislaction fo the tempoꝛall ptr⸗ 
Iz miſhment 
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michment of his finnes : but Chꝛiũ ſaid to him, 
Co dap ſhalt thou be with me in Paradiſe. The 
doctrine of Purgatoꝛie came into the Church, 
out of the heathen waiters, fo: the Philoſophers 
und Poets were the firſt that ener wꝛote ofit:

M. Ves: The ſirth Article ſaith, that-Chziff 
alcendedinto heauen, c. andthe Scriptures ſay, 
that the heauens mult containe him, ic. Acts.r, 
II. 3· 2 1. Thep teach — 7 hereunto,name- 
ly, that Chꝛiſt is cozpozally pꝛeſent in the Sa⸗ 
Lrament, and that in many places at once: hb 
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thich is to the natureefa true bod. and 
tontrarp to the ofthe Sacrament, which 
is a remembꝛance of Chziff. Vigilius againſt 
Eutyches.lib. 4. ſaith thus: When it (that is the 
lleſh of Chꝛiſt) was on earth, it was not in hea⸗ 
nen : and becauſe it is now in heanen, it is not 
on earth. This is the Catholike faith and con⸗ 
keſſion. It is an Article of faith tobel&@ne the 
Catholike Church: and faith is the euidence of 
things not ſene, Heb. 1 1 1. Therfo:e the Cathos 
like Church is alwaies vnfothe woꝛld inniſtble, 
and not to be efpied but by the eyes of faith : be⸗ 
cauſe things ſeene are not belcened. The Papiſts 
teach, chat the tke Church is, and hath bin 
alwaies vifible, Rhem.on Mat.. Sect.3. The 
Church is ſaidto be Catholike, that ig, vniner- 
ſall, becauſe it is not tyed to any ons ſpeciall 
place, but is ſped abꝛoad oner the face of the 
earth. They tie it to Rome alone, which can be 
but a particular Church, and not vninerſall. In 
the Church there is a Communion of Saints: 
and theſe are they that are fancifted by the blond 
and Spirit of Chꝛiſt, hauing the perfect holines 
of Chꝛiſt put vpon them, by imputation of faith, 
and the quality of imperfec holines powzed into - 
their heart by the Spirit of ſanctiſication. And 
ſueh are 9 1.

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The Papiſts acknowiedge none tobe Saints, 
but ſach as are inheanews Theß teach that the 
Pope cancanonize Saints: whereas to make 
one a Daint, is onely the woꝛk of God, 1.Cor, 
11. The Pope hath canonized many tbat in- 
dede were neuer true Saints of God, but wic⸗ 
ked men, and rank Traitozs to their Princes,as 
Becker, with many others. 

This canonizing of Saints; was neuer heard 
of with the Fathers, vntill the verre 882. and 
then Adrian tk vp this authozity.And A lex ader 
the Third, after him,confirmed it in his decrees, 

In the Crced we pꝛokeſſe, tobelceue the foꝛ⸗ 
giuenes ot ſinnes : that is. J beleeue that God, 
foꝛ Thꝛiſts ſake doth freely fo:giue the ſinnes of 
his elett, and my ſinnesalſs. And borcin con⸗ 
ſiſteth ou mſfification; namely, in the free foꝛ⸗ 
gizenes- of our finnes, - and the imputation of 
Chꝛiſts rixhteouſnefſc to vs. The Papiſts teach 
many things rontrary tu this Article: S irſt, that 
men ate tu make fatisfaction fe: their ſianes.

M. The ſatisfaction which they maintained, 
was an eccleſiaſticall and publike mulc, 82 pe⸗ 
nalty impoſed vpon notoꝛious offenders. there- 
by to teſtiſie their repentance, and to ſatisſie the 
Church whom they had offended, Perkins. i. V. 
577 &c. . vol. 165.2. D. 166. 

The efficient cauſe of our inffiffcation,is God 
alone. It is God only that foꝛgiueth our fins. Eſa 
43.25. Mar. 2.7. Ro.8,33. They teach that the 
Pope can foꝛgiue fins, nd we know that he giyes 
pardons,not only foz the time paſt, but alſo fozthe 
time to come: yea they teach that paieſtsHaue full 
right to remitſins,+ they alleadge theſe places to 
pꝛwue it: Mat. 16. 1 9 loh.20. 23. Now meare to 
note this, that as none can fo:giue a debt, but the 
party to whom þ debt is due:ſo none can fo2gine 
ſins, but God only, againſt whom the ſin is com⸗ 
mitted, Pl. 5 1 4. The power ol binding and loſing 
committed to y Apoſtles + Piniſters of þ Wgzd, 


is, by declaring the wil and pleaſure of God out of 


his Wozd,both top2onounce foꝛgiuenes of ſins to 
al p are truly penitent: and the retaining ol them 
to the impenitent. The Pope and his Clergie are

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netter able ts pꝛoue themſelues to bee the true 
Pinilfers of Ch:iff : and therefd2e thep cannot 
fo much as challenge this latter anthozitie any 
power ts themſelues, much lefle ſhe fozmer, ihich 
is pꝛoper ta Cod only. The miotiue oꝛ impulſin 
cauſe, nhich moueb Gad to inlkifie vs, was not 
any thing in vs, but only thegrace of God, that 
fs,the free god wil x pleaſure of God, Ro. 3. 24. 
Eph. 2 8. Tir. 3.5, 7. They teach, that we are 
not inffifted by grace only, but by woꝛks alſo, that 
is, by the merit of our woꝛkes. And to this end 
they haue (af late pres) deuiſed a firſt and 
ſet ond iuffification.

They doe alſo in many other things teach con⸗ 
trarytothe docrine of the Sacraments, As, 
Firſt, that the Sacraments doe giue grace, 
and namelp,remilſion of ſinnes, ex opere operate; 
by the wozke w2ought, Rhem. Acts. 2 2. Sect. 1. 
Secondly, that not onely faith doth iuſtiſie, 
but the Sacraments alſo, Rhem. Rom. 6. Sect. 
5. Whereas Sacramients are ſignes and ſeales 
of iuſttfication. Rom. 3. 11 
Thirdly, that Inkants dying without Wap⸗ 
tilme, cannot bee ſaued, Rhem. Johns, dect. 2. 
They haue alſo added many idle cercmonies ta 
Baptiſme, as Creame, Tapers, Salt, xc. with 
an opinion of ſaluation and wozſhip annered vnto 
them: pea in times paſt they baptized bells, but 
now they beginne to bee aſhamed ol it, and ſap 
pat te were but onely hallowed, and conlecra⸗ 
d to holy vſes, Bellarm. lib. 4. de. Pont. Rom. 
cap. 12. Synoptis Papiſmj, Controuerſie 12. 
Queſtion, 5., Concerning the Lozds © 
thep haue likewiſe moſt grolly abuſed it in many 


things, | 
| 2 Fir#, 
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Firſt, they take away the Cup from the Lai⸗ 
ty: whereas the Church of Nome fo2 aboue a 
theuſand pceres affer Chꝛiſt, vſed both ſignes in 
the Tommunion. The Commumion vnder one 
kinde, was decreed, defined, and determined as a 
pttblike Law in the Councell of Tonſtance, 
about the peere 1114. Perk. 2. vol. 354 2. b. 

Secondly, they reſerue the bꝛead in bores, 
pixes and other veſſels of the Church, foꝛ daics, 
werkes, and moneths. They ſhew it to the 
people, the Pꝛieſt lifting it ouer his head, and go⸗ 
ing with it in pꝛoceſſion. All this is contrary to 
the Sacrament : foꝛ it is no Dacrament. vnleſſe 
there bee a giuing, receiuing, eating, and d:in- 
king, Maſter Attèrſoll on the Sacraments, 386. 
387. | 
The refernation of the Sacrament was not 
allowed of, but rather found fault withall by the 
Fathers, Perk. 2. vol. 537. 

Thirdly, they adoꝛe, fall downe and hononr the 
Sacrament with diuine woꝛſhip, calling it their 
Lo2d and God. A thing neuer heard of among 
the heathen Jdolaters,namely, to woꝛſhip a picce 
of bꝛead, oꝛ rather, a thinne wafer. 

The adoꝛation in the Sacrament belongeth 
vnto Chꝛiſt ſitting in heauen: and is an inward 
woꝛſhip of the heart, oꝛ liftiag vp of the minde, 


being ſtirred vp with the out ward ſignes. Pope 
Hon orius 
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Honorius the Third (in the vetre 1220) was 
the firſt that ener inſtituted the adoꝛation of the 
Sacrament. And after him Vrban the fourth oꝛ⸗ 
dained a feaſt in honour of the body of Chꝛiſt. 
Perk.2 Vol. 564. Atterſoll on the Sacraments. 
388.389. 

Fourthly, they turne the Sacrament into a 
ſacrifice foꝛ the quick and the dead, aboliſhing the 
fruit and remembꝛance of the death of Chziſf, 
diſannulling his Pzieſt-hod, giuing him to his 
Father, wheras the Father hath giuen him to vs, 
te. ibid. page 390. : 

Fiftly, they maintaine Tranſubſfantiation, 
Theſe are their very woꝛds: Ik any man ſhall 
ſap, that there remaineth the ſubſtance of Bꝛead 
and Vine in the Sacrament, after the vgozds of 
conſecration, oz ſhall denie that the Whple ſub⸗ 
ſtance of Bꝛead x Wine is changed & conuerted 
into the body and bloud of Chꝛiſt ( the foꝛmes 
t ſhews only of Bꝛead +WUine remaining: ſchich 
ſingular and miraculous conuerſion the Church 
calleth, Tranſubſtantiation) : let him be accur- 
(ed. Con. Trid. Seſſ. 1 3.can.2.This their doctrine 
of Tranſubſtantiation, is a verp fable to mock 
foles withall, and it ouerturneth both the nature 
and vſe of the Sacrament, Atterſoll on the Sa- 
craments, page 45. 46. and page 365. to 369. 
IA there were a miraculous connerſion ( as they 
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fap- there is) of the Bꝛead and Nine, it would 
appeare to the outward ſenſes. Foz all true mi⸗ 
racles are wzought openly,clearely,and euident⸗ 
ly ts mens ſenſes,lohn 6. 26. But the Bꝛead and 
Uline, by the indgement of all the ſenſes,remai- 
neth and appeareth to bee the ſame in ſubſtance 
which it was befoꝛe, of the ſame quality.quantt- 
fy, colour, taſte, handling, ſmelling, vertue and 
nouriſhment: there is not any one ſenſe, oꝛ all the 
ſenſes together, that can indge otherwile of it, 
then it did befoꝛe. It a man ſhould bee called in, 
when the Bꝛead and Wine is ſet on the Table, 
and bidden to conſider well what hee there ſeeth, 
fnclleth and taſteth, and then is willed fo gie 
fo:th, and to come in againe, after the Conſecra⸗ 
fion is ended by the Pꝛieſt, and fo doe the like: 
and they, ts asked vhat he thinketh of it: he, no 
doubt, will anſwere (vnleſſe feare ofperſecution 
make him to conceal the fruth) J ſee, feele, 
ſmell, and taſte the ſame wafer⸗ cake, and wine 
that J did befoꝛe. J can perceiue no nat urall and 
ſubſtantiall change therein. And therefoe it fol- 
loweth, that there is no miracle wꝛought, and con⸗ 
ſequently; no Tranſubſtantiation at all. The 
difference that is, is in the end and vſe onely. Be⸗ 
ſoꝛe conſecration, it was common b2ead t wine, 
oꝛdained fo2 the nouriſhing of our bodies. After 


conſecration, it becommeth holy Bꝛead « Wine, 
ſanctiſted 
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' fancified by the Lo:d, not fo much to feede the 
body, as the ſoule. 

C. Did not the ancient Fathers hold this 
doctrine of Tranſubſtantiation? 

M. They knew nothing heereof, fo2 at leaſt᷑ 
800. pieres after Ghꝛiſfſ. Afterwards begun 
the diſputations of TranſubTantiation, but not 
appꝛoued as an Article of faith, The Church fo2 a 
whole thouſand pres taught no other then ſpi⸗ 
rituall receiuing of Chꝛiſt. In the pere 1215. 
Tranſubſtantiation was decreed and determi⸗ 
ned in the Councell of Lateran , vnder Pope 
Innocent the Third, andmade a maine matter 
of faith, Perk. 2. vol. 35 8. 559. 5 

C. What ſay you then of their Tranſub- 
ſtantiated, or conſecrated hoſt (as isis called) 
or the bread in the boxe carried in proceſfion 
and worſhipped ? 


M. Surely it is nothing elſe, but a wheaten, 
oꝛ bꝛeaden god, oꝛ rather an Jdoll, nothing infe- 
riour to Aarons Calfe, oꝛ Ieroboams Calues, oz 
the Nehuſtan, and piece ofb2aſſe that Ezechias 
b:ake in pieces: nap, as vile and deteſfable, as 
any I doll among the Heathen, And foꝛ a conelu⸗ 
fion of their doctrine of Tranſabſtantiation,J 
will here ſet downe a wittie conceit which one 
ſhewed me not long ſince : J haue kept the mat⸗ 
ter, but changed the mefer , to make it ſound 
B 3 Come?

C. I am ſatisfied touching the firſt poynt, 
namely, that the Papiſts are not of ſound faith: 
but how doe you proue that they arenct of 
good life, ſeeing they doe ſo many good 
workes? 

M. J pꝛoue it thus: Where the doctrine is coꝛ⸗ 
rupt, the Jife cannot be god: but their doctrine 
(as poryhane heard) is moſt coꝛrupt, therefoꝛe 
their life cannot bee god. A true faith is the 
ground of a god life, and without which it is im- 
aan pleaſe God, Heb. 11.6. Nga, what- 

js not of faith,isſinne, Rom.14.23. 4 
true faith they haue not, and therefoꝛe their 
-wokes cannot bee good, and ſuch as may pleaſe 
God. That they haue not a true and ſound faith, 
hath bin ſhewed in many particulars, and it fur- 
ther appearcth alſo in this, that they doe kuen 
Wilfully reiec ſhe meanes wherby it is w2enght, 


e, the preaching, hearing andreading the 
Wozd 
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Moꝛd of God. They haue not, neither will 
they haue the Scriptures to be ſoundly pꝛeached, 
read, and heard in their owne tongue. That 
they cannot abide td haue them in their owne 
language, appeareth by this one example: Dne 
Pauier a Towne-clarke of London, (in the 
time of Bing Henry the Eightth) hearing that 
the Scriptures ſhould bee put into Engliſh, hee 
ſpake to this effect , and confirmed it with an 
eath : viz. that if hee knew that the Scriptures 
ould bee put into Engliſh, and that the King 
would haue them to bee read in the Church, ra⸗ 
ther then hee would liue ſo long to ſec it, he would 
cat his owne thꝛoat: But (as Hall ſaith, who 


heard him ſpeake it) hee was not ſo good as his 
wozd : fo2,in ſtead of cutting his thzoat,he han⸗ 


ged himlelfe.. A 

C. What is the cauſe that they cannot a- 
bide to haue the Scriptures in their owne Lan- 
guage? 

M. S. John gines the reaſon, Foz, euerp 
one that doth euill, hateth che light, neither com⸗ 
meth to the light, leſt his derds ſhould be repꝛouen 
and diſcouered., lohn 3. 20. If the Owle fly a⸗ 
b:oad by day, the birds by and by diſcerne him. 
follow him and fall vpon him; and therefoze hee 
fipes abꝛoad vſually in the night, and then he is 
quiet, If the Scriptures ſhould be ſuffered to be

expounded and read of all Nations in their owns 
language, then that Dwle of Rome (the Pope 
JI meane ) with all his fwleries and abominati- 
ons, would be diſcerned and diſcouered; and then 
the woꝛld would hate him. follow after him, and 
perſecute him, ( euen as the (mall birds doe the 
Owle:) and therfoze they canot abide the Scrip⸗ 
fares in the vulgar tongue, but lone darknes ra- 
ther then licht, becauſe their deeds are euil, loh.

M. Lhele and ſuch like wozks, required in 
the Law of God, in themſelues are good, and to 
be pꝛactiſod of all: but to them they are ( as the 
Fathers called the vertues of the Beathen) but 
ſplendid. p cet a, glittering dolle, and beauti⸗ 
full defozmities. ä 

C. Do they teach any thing contrary to the 
Morall Lawe , and to the doctrine of good 
wor kes? 

RI. Bes, they do both teach r pmdile many 
things directly confrary to Gods Cominande⸗ 
ments. They'tcach foz good wo:kes,ſuch things 
as are not commanded, hut rather foꝛbidden in 
the Law of God, as namely; to goe on Pilgri⸗ 
mage, to vow Ro life, to falt koꝛty dayes and

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Firſt, concerning ſet Pilgrimages vnts cer⸗ 
taine Images: there was none of the Fathers 
that did ſo much as dꝛeame ol them foꝛ oO. ters 
after Chꝛiſt at the leaff, Perkins 2, Uol. page

Secondly, the neceſſitie of the vowe of conti⸗ 
nency was cſfabliHed firſt , and annexed vato 
D2:ders, about 380.yeres after Chꝛiſt, and that 
by Pope Siricius. But it had no vniuerſall ad⸗ 
miſſton, vntill the time of Pope Hildebrand, in 
the yere 1070, Perkins x, Uol. 583. to 587. 
2. Holume 575 576. Acts and Monuments, 
1151. 

Thirdlp, their doctrine of fingle life was ne⸗ 
ner commanded of God, noꝛ knowne in the Pꝛi⸗ 
mitiue Church, but hath ſpꝛung vp fince, and 
is indeed the very doctrine of diuels, 1 Tim. 4. 
13. So is alſo their fozbidding of meates foꝛ re⸗ 
ligions ſake. They teach alſo, that a man may 
fulftll the Lawe; yea, do wozkes of Superero⸗ 
gation, that is, moꝛe then the Lawe doth require: 
and that men of their abundance, may allot vn⸗ 
to others ſuch woꝛks of Supererogation, Rhem. 
on 1, Cor, 9. ſet. 6. 2. Cor. 8. ſect. 3. This 
doctrine of theirs makes theLaw of Godto be 
vnperkect, and is directly contrary to the woꝛds of 
Th:iſf, Luke 17. 10. And it was not knowne 
gf the ancient Fathers: They ſpake _ 
ome- ' 
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ſometimes of ſupererogation, but in a far other 
ſenſe then the Papiſts doe. There are no ſuch 
wozks to be found in the perſon of any meer man 
o2 Angell, but onely in the perſon of Chꝛiſt, God 
and man, Perk. 1. vol. 598.5 99. z: vol. 540. 541.

C. Shew me, I pray you, in particular, what 
things they teach contrary to the Comman- 
dements. 

M. J could plainly pꝛoue vnto von, that they 
doe both teach and pꝛactiſe many things contra⸗ 
ry fo euery one of the Commandements: but J 
wil onely ſet downe the chieleſt, and ſuch as mot 
men know to be true. 

The irt Commandement c oncernes the in⸗ 
ward woꝛſhip of God:the ground of which wo:- 
Hip is the true knowledge of God; and withoul 
which none can truly woꝛchip and ſerue him: fo; 
ſuch as our knowledge is, ſuch is our woꝛſhip. 1. 
Chron. 28. 9. Pſal. 9. 10. ler.. 2 4. The Papiſts 
teach, that ignoꝛance is the mother of deustion: 

but the truth is, it is the mot her of ſaperſfition 
and idolatry, Gal. 4. 8. The Papiſts therefo:e 
being ignoꝛant and without the true knowledge 
of God, cannot truely woꝛſhip him, but mull 
needs bee Idolaters, woꝛchipping they by” 
> no 
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not what. The firſt Commandement requireth, 
that we haue the true lehoua fo2 our onely God. 
They make Chꝛiſts body to bee God, becauſe 
they hold that it may be in many places at once, 
which thing is pꝛoper onely to God. They make 
the Pope to bee God, and that in plaine woꝛds. 
Chriſtopher Marcellus ſaid to the Pope, Thou 
art another Ood vpon earth, and the Pope tooke 
it to himſclfe, Concil Later. Seſſ. 4. 

They giue the power to the Pope, which is 
pꝛoper to God, and ſo make him to be God. As 
that hee can make holy, that which is vnholy, 
pardon ſinnes, ic. Perk. 1. vol. 400. 1. and they 
giue diuine wozthip to creatures, and ſo make 
them their Gods. The ſecond Commandement 
concerneth the outward woꝛſhip of God, oꝛ the 
foꝛme and manner of his woꝛſhip. This Com⸗ 
mandement they haue cleane put out of the De- 
calogue, and to fill vp the number, they dinide 
the laſt into two. The ſcope of this Comman⸗ 
dement is, that no image is fo be made of God, 
noꝛ any wozſhip perfoꝛmed to him in an image, 
Deut. 4.15, 16. But thep teach it lawfull to 
make images of the true God, and to woꝛſhip 
him in them, and that there is a religious wozthip 
due fo them, Bellar. de imag. ſanct. lib. 2. cap. 2 i. 
And in the- ſecond Nicen Councell it was de⸗ 
cred, that the Image of God ſhould be woꝛſhip⸗ 

ped 
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ped with the ſame woꝛſhip that is due vnto Gad. 

Their pꝛactice is anſwerable to their doctrine : 

fo; they wozſhip the Images of God, of Chiilf, 

— Saints, the woodden Croſle, pea a piece of 
2ead, 

C. They ſay, that they doe not worſhip the 
images, but God, Chriſt, and the Saints in the 
image. 

M. Suppaſe that this were true, pet in ſo 
doing, they commit groſſe idolatry, and the ſame 
that the people of i ſrael did, foꝛ which God pla⸗ 
gued them greatly, Exod 3 2.5, 28. J think there 
is none ſo very a Calfe, as to thinke that they 
did wo2ſhip the Calfe it ſelfe. The Calfe was 
but a repꝛeſontation of God ; and pet they ſinned 
greatly in making it, and wozthipping God init. 
The Heathen in times paſt could ſay as much 
fo: themſelues, concerning their woꝛſhipping of 
Images, as the Papiſts now do: and pet as they 
were Idolaters, ſo are the Papiſts: fo2 as tou- 
ching their ſuperſtition and idolatry, bloud can- 
not be moꝛe like to bloud, oꝛ an egge to an egge, 
then one ol them is to another. The Meathen 
had lo euery nation andpzonince, ſome peculiar 
god. Among them, the Clements had their ſe⸗ 
uerall gods to rule ouer them. The Yeathen 
had a certaine god alſtgned to their cattell. The 


Veathen had peculiar gods fo2 learning _ 
learne 
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learned men, and foꝛ handi⸗ crafts men. And 
all theſe haue the Papiſts likewiſe. The 
Heathen erected Altars, oꝛdained Pꝛieſts to 
offer ſacrifices, fell downe beloꝛe their idols, tt. 
Ss the Papiſts deck and adoꝛne their images, go 
on Pilgrimage to them, fall downe vpon their 
knees befoze them, and make their pꝛapers vnfo 
them. And what is all this, but to wozthip the ve⸗ 
ry images themſelues, the which is moſt grofle 
idolatry 2 Muſculus on Pal. 16.v.4.page. 139. 
140, Virels grounds, page 87 to 92. Atterſoll 
on Philemon, page 63.64. | 

C. They ſay, that there be degrees of religi- 
ous worſhip, the higheſt islatria, and this is due 
vnto God, the loweſt is Dulia, proper to Saints, 

&c. Bellarm. de imag. S andt. lib. Z. cap. 25. The 
Scripture acknowledgeth one onelys kinde of 
religious worſhip, and that due onely to God, 
ANlath. . 10. Rexel. 2 2.9. And this diſtinction 
of theirs was not knowne and receiued into 
the Church, till 400,yeeres after Chrilt,Perk.x. 
vol. page 696. 2. vol. 530. a 

C. Was notthe making and worſhipping 
of [mages approued of by the ancient Fathers? 
M. There was no vſe of Images among 

Chꝛiſtians, ſpecially in their Churches, foz 379. 

perres after Chꝛiſt. Adozation of Images was 

neuer publibely authoziʒed till 788, = —

C. Doe they teach and practiſe any thing 
elfe againſt the ſechnd Commandement? 

M. Pes, To the right wozſhipping of God, 
chere is required a reuerend vſe of the meanes ol 
Gods worſhip and ſeruice, the which are ſincere 
pꝛaper, preaching, hearing of Gods TWozd, and 
the bſe gf lige Sacraments, Concerning pater.it 
muſt be made with vnderſtanding, 1. Cor. 14.v. 
15. Contrary hecrcunto is their pꝛaping in an 
vnknowne tongue. In the pureſt Churches fo: 
the lpace of 8 oo vers at the leaſt, diuine pꝛapet 
was neuer perfoꝛmed in a tongue vnknowne to 
the people, Perk. 2. vol. 557. Concerning the 


Dacraments, they do not rightly adminiſter and 


receiue them, but haue added and taken from 

them af their pleaſure. 
The helps and furthcranccs of Gods wozthip 
are lpectally two; vomes & faſt ing. The PRs

C. Doe they teach and practiſe dy thing 
contrary to the Commandements follow ing? 
M. Ves, The third Commandement con- 
cerneth the glozifying of G O Ds name in the 
whole courſe of our life. They teach men to giur 
the glo:p which is pꝛoper to God, to creatures, as 
to the Uirgin Mary, the Pope, ac. They teach 
it lawfull to ſweare by Saints, and not by God 
anelp. They maintaine periurie, becauſe they 
teach with one conſent, that one beeing efami⸗ 
ned, may anſwer doubtfully againſt the direct in⸗ 
tention of the Examiner, framing another mea⸗ 
ning 
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ning to himſelle in the doubtlulnes of his words. 

As fo! example, Aman is asked whether he were 

not ſuch a dap at the Maſſe, in ſuch a place? They 

aflirme that he may ſay no, and ſweare vnto it 

(although he were at it) reſeruing this to him⸗ 

ſelfe; not with purpoſe kd reucale it to the Exa⸗ 

miner: whereas (in the very Law of naturc) he 

that takes an oath, ſhould ſweare accoꝛding to the 

intention ol him that hath power to adminiſter 

an oath ; and that in truth, iudgement and righte- 

ouincs.,. leremy 4.2, Thy are alſo egregious 

vlaſphemers of Gods name. Thep haue vttered 

molt horrible blaſphemics concerning the 

Scriptures. See Dodo: Willecs foure piilers 

of Papiſtry, page 49,to 61. The fift Comman- 

*dement requireth ſubicction and obedience ts ſu- 
periotirs, and namely, to Rings and Pꝛinces, 

who are ſupꝛeme and nert vnder Chꝛiſt, Rom, 

13.1,2. 1. Pet. 2. 13. They teach that the Pope 

its ſupzeme head, ouer all perſons, kc. that hec 

oweth ns ſabiection to Kings and Princes, bitt 
hath power to make them, and te put them 
downe at his pleaſure. The Pope and his Cler⸗ 
gie will not be in ſubiection to them, but rather 
exerciſe Lod-ſhip oner them.

The Pope in 
his wꝛitings calles himſelfe, Seraus ſeruvorum 
Dei, Che ſeruant of Gods ſeruants: but in his 
actions he will be Dieu dminorum, the Loꝛd 
of Loꝛds: wherein he plainely ſheweth himlſelfe 
to be that man ot ſinne and Antichꝛiſt, which ex⸗ 
alteth himſelfe aboue all that is called God, 2. 
Theſ 2.4. This map bee ſhewed by many ex- 
amples. 

Alexander the Third dis tread vpon 
the neck of the Emperour Frederic k the Firſt, 
blaſphemouſſy abuſing the woꝛds of the Pſalme, 
Thou (halt tread vpon the ion and Ader; gc. 
Kats + Ponuments, page 185. Wop? Celettine 
trowned Henry the Fiſt with his fote, and with 
his fote ſpurned it off againe, ibid.

C. Doe they teach and practiſe any thing 
contrary to the ſixt Commandement? . 
M. Ves, The ſixt Commandement fozbia- 
deth vs to kill, oꝛ hurt any man. They teach it 
lawfull fo: ſubiecs not onel to riſe vp againſt, 
but euen to kill their Pzinces the Loꝛds Anoin- 
ted (it they bee excommunicated by the Pope) 
and that it is a merifazious woꝛke ſo to do. This 
with other ſuch like diuelliſh doctrines, and the 
Authozs thereof, are to be ſeene moꝛe at large in 
Bucanus Common places, concerning Pagi⸗ 
frates : and in Maſter Taylour on Plalme 32. 
page 208.209, 
C. Can you name any that haue put it in 
practice? 

M. Pes, Pope Gregory the Seuenth, cal- 
led Hildebrand, hiredone to kill the Emperour 
A Monk poyſoned King lobn. Henry the Third, 


King of France, was flaine by a Frver. Pea 


Pope Sixtus Quintus highly commended the 
Fryer fo2 dooing of it. Henry the fourth of 


France was alſo ſlaine by a Papift. Panpof 


them, (yea of their Pzieffs and Jeſuites) haue 
| — ourflate Queene Elizabeth, and 
ux 
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dur King lames, with all his ropall iſſue, and 
that after a moſt barbarous manner. Thels 
Popiſh Traitours may very fitly becompared to 
that baſe and vnnatumll bird the Tuckow : who 
though he be hatched,fed and bꝛought vp by a lit⸗ 
tle bird, yet he deuoureth both the naturall young 
ones, and alſo the damme her ſelfe. 

C. Are there none that teach and practiſe 
the killing of Princes but Papiſts? 

M. This doctrine was neuer maintained by 
any Heretikes (beſides the Papiſts) as our 
moſt Chꝛiſtian and learned King hath ſhewed in 
a ſpeech ok his, vttered in the Parliament houſe, 
in the peere 1605. by occaſton of the Gun-pow- 
der Treaſon: And heerein you may ſee how con⸗ 
trary they are both ts the docrineand p:actice of 
the Pꝛophets, Chꝛiſt, and his Apoſtlus who both 
taught and p:actiſed ſubiection, euen to wicked 
- and idolatrous Pꝛinces, and did neuer ſo much 
as attempt to hurt them. As foꝛ example: Saul 
was a wicked King, fo:ſaken of God, and one 
that did moſt cruelly perſecute Dauid, who was 
anointed to be King after him. At two ſeuerall 
times the Loꝛd deliuered Saul into his hands, ſo 
that hee might ( without any reũſtance ) haus 


killed him: yea, Abiſhai deſtred that hee might - . | 


ffrike him but once with his ſpeare. But what 
laid Dauid? Touch him * foz who can lay his 
2 hand 
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hand on the Lo2ds anointed, +be gnilfles - Nay, 
his heart (mote him foz cutting off the skirt of 
Sauls Robe, 1. Sam. 244,56. &c. chap. 26.8. 
9,&c.And afterwards, when one bꝛought tidings 
to Dauid that hee had ſlaine Saul, what did Da- 
uid? Did hee commend him fo) it, as the Pope 
did the Fryere No, he cauſed him to be ſlaine foz 
bis labour, 2. Sam. 1.1415, 16. Now what think 
vou of David! 

C. He was a man after Gods owe heart, 
indued with the Spirit of God. 

M. It is moſt true: and therefaze the Papiſts 
( which both teach and p:aniſe the contrary) are 
indued with the ſpirit of Safan. S. Paul ſaith, 
that to fo2bid marriage 4 meats , is a doctrine of 
diuels, 1. Jim. 4. 1. 3. Ik that bee a doctrine of 
diuels, then much moze is this. In the ſirt Com- 
mandement is alſo condemned all crueltie: pet 
herrein they ercede and excell all others. And this 
is a ſpeciall note of a falſe religion ; and pet this 
is one ſpeciall meanes whereby Poperp is vp- 
held. See Taylor on Pſalme 32. page 204. to 
208, Salomon deſcribes an har lot by thee pꝛo⸗ 
pert ies; crueltp, treacherp, and flatterp, Pro. 2. 16, 
17,18. As a diſhoneſt and vnchaſte woman is 
thus diſcerned, ſo is a coꝛrupt religion. And theſe 
are the very badges and enſignes of the whoꝛe of 
Babylon:Where thep get the ſwoꝛd, they 64 
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all cruelty: where their power faileth, they wok 
by treachery : where this ſpeedeth not, they will 
deceiue by flattery and hypocriſie. Se the Pꝛe⸗ 
face to Dodo Willers* Treatiſe an the Epiſtle 
| of S. lIude, page 2, 3, ac.

C. What doe they teach and practiſe con- 
trary to the ſeuenth Commandement ? 

M. They hold and teach, that marriage is 
bnlawfull in the Clergie: and that the marriage 
of Piniſters is the woꝛſt ſoꝛt of incontinencie 
and foꝛnication, R hem. on 1. Cor. 7. 9. Sect. 8. 
whereas marriage is the remedie againſt foꝛni⸗ 
cation, r. Cor. 7. 2. They allow their Pzieſts ts 
kepe harlots, (rather then to marrie ) ſa they 
doe it cloſely : foꝝ this caueat is giuen them: Ss 
non caſtè tamencautè. If thou canſt not line chaſts 
ly, thou mayſt kepea whoꝛe warily. And what 
vncleannes and filthines hath bin committed by 
many Popes, and Popiſh Pꝛieſts, all the woꝛld 
knoweth. A taſte h&reof I will gine youin a few 
examples. | 

Pope lohn the 13. was an adulterer, and an 
inceſtuous perſon, Bering found without the city 
with another mans wife, he was ſo wounded of 
of her hugband , that within eight dapes es

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he died, Acts and Ponuments., page 143. Pope 
Sixtus the Fourth erected at Rome a Stewes of 
double abominat ion, not qnly of women, but alſo 
of men, ibid. 6. page 667. Alexander the Sixt 
committed inceſt with his owne daughter Lu- 
cretia, Guicciardine lib. 3. Innocentius the 
Eightth had diners baſtards, and boaſfed of 
them. See Willet on lude, page 188. They had 
one Pope that did beget no child, but was begot- 
ten with childe, and bꝛought it foꝛth in going on 
pꝛoceſſion:and that was Pope lohn the Eightth, 
who pꝛoued to bee loane, and not lohn. This 
they deny, but there was of late peres witten a 
boke by Malter Alexander Cooke: and another 
witten in Latine by a ſtranger, wherein they 
pꝛmue (and that out of Popith writers) that there 
was ſuch a one. Foꝛ they ſufficiently pꝛoue them- 
ſelues to be men indeede, in begetting baſtards. 
It is an old ſaying, Jt muſt nedes bee a holy 
Pꝛoceſſion, where the diue ll beares the Croſſe: | 
ſs it muſt nerds bean holy, chaſte x pure Church, 
that hath ſuch vnholy, impure, vnchaſte, + filthy, | 
heads, as many Popes haue bin. And as were the | 
heads, ſuch was the reſt of the bodie. Their mo⸗ 
naſtertes and monkitſh cells were detected ot mot 
infamous inceſts, foznications , c. as doth 
appeare in the inquiſition made in the time of 
King Henry the Eightth, Prætat. _ aQtis 
Oman. 
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Roman. Pontif. Se a little boke lately ſet fo2th) 
called the Friers Chꝛonicle. Contrary to the 
Cighfth Commandement are the Popes Buls, 
Indulgences and pardons fo2 ſinne: ano all fo 
money. They ſell ſuch things as are not to bee 
ſold, namely, remiſſion of ſinnes, and the merits 
by which men map come to the kingdom of hea⸗ 
nen. But nopenie, no Pater noſter, Synoplis 
Papiſmi, Controuerlie 14. part 3. Popes Bulls 
and Indulgences (wherein is giuen abſolution 
from the guilt of tempoꝛall puniſhment ) were 
not knowne to the Catholike Church, foz 1000 
pres and moze after Chꝛiſt, Verk. 2. vol. 589. 
And herrein they maintain licenciouſnes:fo: that 
nede one care what ſinne hee committeth , 
— fo: a little money hee map haue a pardon 
02 it: 

One Roger Holland ( ſometime a Papiſt) 
ſaith thus, J was of this your blinde reli⸗ 
gion;hauing liberty vnder pour auricular confeſs 
ſion, J made no conſcience of ſinne. but truſted 
to the Pꝛieſts abſolution; he alſo foꝛ monep, do⸗ 
ing ſome penance foz me: which after J had gi⸗ 
uen, I cared no further what offences J did: no 
moꝛe then he cared, after he had mp money. whe⸗ 
ther he kaſted with bꝛead oꝛ water fo2 mee oz no, 
As and Ponuments, page 2040, 
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C. Shew mee alſo, I pray you, what they 
teach and practiſe contrary to the two lall 
Commandements. 

M. The ninth Commandement condemns 
all lying, and diſſimulation,railing, mocking, tc. 
Thep maintaine equiuocation, which (as the 
Secular Pꝛieſts haue ſaid) (Quodliber 2. Art. 
4 page 6.) you map terme in plaine Engliſh, 
lying, and cogging. They are notoꝛious lyers, x 
flanderers, railers and workers, Willet on lude 
page 195 and 205. 212. They haue falſified 
mens Wwaitings , putting in, and putting ent 
what they, pleaſe, as is to bee ſcene in their 
Index expurgatorins, See Perk, 2, vol, page 
489, &c. 

There haue bin in times paſt games appointed 
fe: lying. It there were any ſuch nom, the Pa⸗ 
piſts would carry the whet ſtone from all the he⸗ 
retikes in Chꝛiſtendome. The tenth Comman⸗ 
dement condemneth oꝛiginall coꝛruption, and the 
very euill thoughts and luſts ofthe heart with- 
out conſent. 


* They teach, that concupiſcence in it ſelfe is | 


not tiene. Theſe arc the very woꝛds of the 
Concoil ol Trent: This concupiſcence _ 
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che Apoſtle ſometime calleth ſinne) the holy 8 
nod declareth, that the Catholike Church did 
neuer vnderſtand to be called ſinne, becauſe it is 
trulp and pꝛoperly finne in the red enerate, but 
becauſe it commeth of ſinne, and inclinetk vrta 
ſinne. If any man thinke the contrary, let kim 
be accurſed, Seſſ z. cap. i. de pecc. orig. Where= 
in they both decree againſt the Apoſtle himſclfe, 
Rom. 7. 23. and alſo they gaine⸗ ſap themſelues: 
foꝛ if this contupiſcence boyle cut of oziginall fin, 
as out of a fountaine, and that is dannable: it 
followeth, that concupiſence oꝛ luſt is alſo ſinne 
befoze God, and deth deſerue condemnation. 
They ſay that in the regenerate it is veniall. But 
this is an vndoubted pꝛincipie, that all ſinnes in 
themſelues and their owne nature gre moztall. 
And concerning this ventall finne, it» was not 
knawne among the Fathers fo: 700 perres after 
Chꝛiſt. And thus you ſ&,: what grofle things 
they both teach + pzacile contrary to the Com⸗ 
mandements of Cod: whereby it plainely ape 
peareth, that Popery cannot be of God: foꝛ thus 
I reaſon: Vhatſoeuer religion dothteach things 
contrary to the Commandoments of God, is not 
of God: but Poperie doth ſo, and therefoze it is 
not of God: and ſo by god conſequence Papiſfs 
cannot be god Catholikes. 
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C. Hitherto you haue ſhewed,that the Pa. 
piſts teach many things contrary to the Creed, 
the Sacraments, & the ten Commandements ; 
now tell me, I pray you, whether they teach 
any thing contrarie to the Lords prayer. 

M. They doe likewiſe teach and pꝛactiſe ma- 
ny things contrary thereunto, J will but onely 
name ſome ol them. The Loꝛds pꝛaper teacheth 
bs fo call vpon God onelp. They teach and 
pꝛactiſe payer to Saints. In the firlt petition we 
pꝛap foz the hallowing of Gods name. They 
giue vnto Saints departed,that which is pꝛoper 
fo God, and ſo diſhonour Gods name. In the 
ſecond pefition we pꝛay foz the erecting of Gods 
Kingdom of grace in our hearts, and alſo foz the 
meanes thereof, namely, the pꝛeaching and hea⸗ 
ring of Gods Wozd They hinder the comming 
of Gods kingdom, in reiecing the Moꝛd of God, 
and in perſecuting ſuch as will peach heere and 
reade it. Contrary to the third petition is their 
doctrine of fre-will. Contrary to the fift petition, 
is their doctrine of ſatisfaction fo2 ſin. In the ſirt 
pefition,we pꝛap fo: ſtrength to withſtand Satan 
and his temptations. They teach people to dꝛiue 
away the dinell with holy water, and yore

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. childiſh toyes. Theſe and other ſuch like 
things they teach x pꝛactiſe confrarytothe Loꝛds 
pꝛaper.

C. If Popery be ſo contrary to the grounds 
of Religion, then we may not ioyne with the 
Papiſts in their profeſſion. 

M. It is true indeꝛde: we muſt fherfo:e do as 
the Loꝛd bade leremy (c hap. 5.19.) Let them 
returne to ther, but returne not thou to them We 
map topne with them in reſpect ok ciuill ſocietie, 
but not in reſpec of Religion ; and pet euen then 
we are to take herde, leff wee bee coꝛrupted by 
them: foz hee that teacheth pitch, ſhalb bee defiled 
therewith. Some think that our Religion, and 
the religion of the pꝛeſent Church of Rome, are 
all one fo2 ſubſtance, and that they may be vni⸗ 
ted: but they re groſfly deceined ; foꝛ a bnion 
of theſe two religions can neuer bee made, moꝛe 
then the vnion of light and darknes, and that be⸗ 
cauſe the Church of Nome (as hath at large 
bin ſewed) hath ffrooke at the very foundation. 

C. If Popery bee ſo contrary to the my 
| grounds of Religion, then what is the cauſe 
that ſo many (yea, euen of the more wiſe and 
learned ſort } do embrace and cleaue to it? 
M. One 
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M. One ſpeciall canſe of it ts, that becauſe | 
men will notreceine the lone of the truth, there» 
fo:e God ſhall ſend them ſtrong deluſfon, that they 
ſhould bel ue a lie, 2. Theſ. 2. 10, 11. 

A ſecond cauſe is ignoꝛance of the Scriptures, 
and of the grounds of Religion , foz if men 
would well acquaint themſelnes herewith, 
they ſhould eaſily ſee the grofſenes of Po⸗ 


pery. 

A third canſe is, that Poperp is very agreea- 
ble and pleaſing ts mans coꝛrupt nature: As fo; 
example: to be iuſtiſied by our good wozkes : to 
haue Images to wo:ſhip God in: to line in igno⸗ 
rance : to haue pardons foꝛ our ſinnes: to ſerue 
God in ontward ceremonies, as in choice of 
meat, difference of daies, tc. theſe are things 
very agreeable and pleaſing to our coꝛrupt 
nature, and therefoze one ſpeciall cauſe why ſo 
many embꝛace Popery, 

A fourth cauſe is, the tyꝛannie. of the Church 
of Rome , whole chiefe meanes fo vphold her 
religion, is fire and ſwoꝛd : fo were it not foz 
this, many thouſands in a few peeres would 
bfterly renounce Poperie. 
kt A fit cauſe why ſo many ( ſpecially 

of the Learned) doe embzace it is pomp 
and p2ofit : that is, am bit ion and conetouſ- 
nelle. | 
y This 


| 
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This was that which made the Seribes and 
Phariſes ( euen againſt their owne knowledge > 
to withſtand Chꝛiſt and his Goſpell. 
And this makes many learned Papiſts to doe 
ß like. hey know no doubt) that in ſome things 
they erre:as it doth appeare by the wozds of Ste · 
phen Gardiner on his death bead. 
The Bichop of Chicheſter ſ@ing him to be in 
a deſperate caſe, comfo:teth him with the hope of 
remiſſion of ſinnes bp the merits of Chꝛiſt. Gar- 
diner hereunto anſwereth thus: Nhat, will you 
open that gape now 2 pou map ſpeake it to mee, 
t to ſuch as are in my caſe: but if pon teach it to 
the people, then farewell allzmeaning, sur auths⸗ 
rity, pompe, and pꝛoſit by abſolutions, Paſſes, 
tc. Theſe are the ſpeciall cauſes why fomanp 
emb2ace Poperie. ; » 

C. There is one thing more that I would 
gladly know concerning the Papiſts, and 
that is, whether a Papiſt may be ſaued, ſeeing 
that Poperie is ſo contrary to the grounds of 
Religion. 

NI. You are then to marke what a Papiſt 

is, A Papiſt (as the Khemiſts on Acts 11. 

Sect 4. dos deſcribe him) is one that clea⸗ 

ueth to the Pope in Religion, and is obedi⸗ 
ent ts him in all things. | 

. Enerp one now thatis vnder the * 

oy 
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tion of the Pope, is not to be counted a Papiſt: 
fos there are ſome euen in Italy, Spaine, &c. that 
hold the Grounds of Religion , doe ſigh and 
grone vnder the Romilh poke, and defire to bee 
freed from it, pea would reioice to lee it. 

Againe, there map be ſome , that (foz want 
of knowledge, and the meanes thereof) are in- 
tangled with ſome points of Popery , but yet 
they hold the foundation, which is 1 « 1 s 1 
Ifesvs, and looke to be ſaued by his merits, 
and not by their owne oꝛ anp others. Such we 
account not Papiſt:, orc fhe true Church and 
childzen of God. But by Papiſts, we meane 
ſach as cleaue faſt to the Pope in religion, are in 
all things obedient to him, will not be reclatmed 
from their erronrs , refuſe to heare the Moꝛd of 
God, to rad the Scriptures, oꝛ any other good 
books. Of ſuch wer map boldly ſay , that if 
they thus cont inue to the end, they cannot bee 
aued.

C. Ido naw plainely ſee, chat Papiſts are no 
ood Catholikes, .becauſe they are neither of 
— faith, nor good life: but tell me (Ipray 
you) who indeed are the true Church and true 

Catholikes? 
| M. All 
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M. All that doe truly and ſincerely eme 
baace, pꝛofeſſe, andpzactiſethe afoꝛeſaid grounds 
— Religion, in what CTountrey ſoener they 
tne, 

C. Is the Church of England the true 
Church? 

M. Hes, foꝛ it hath the ſpectall markes ofthe 
true Church: namelv, the Wiozd ol Sod ſincerely 
and ſoundly pꝛeached, and the Sacraments 
rightly admuitffred. | 

C. The Papilts ſay, that there are diuerſities 
of opinions amongſt vs, that we cannot agree 
among our ſelues, and that therefore wee are 
not the true Church, 

M. In all ſubſtantiall points of Religion wer 
agree both amongſt our ſelues, and alſo with all 
other ſound Pꝛoteſtants in Chꝛiſtendome. In 
other things there haue bin, are, and will bee di⸗ 
uerſitie s of opinions x differences to the wozldg 
end. They ſhould firſt pluck ont the beame of 
their owne eyes : fo2 we can truly charge them 
with greater differences : As namely, with that 
ſharpe and bloudy contention betweene the 
Franciſcans and Dominicans;and with the lats 
bitter contention between the Jeſaites, æ the ſe⸗ 
cular Pꝛieſts: wherein the Pꝛieſts did wiite as 
bitterly againſt the Jeſuites (and namely,againſf 
Parſons ) as euer did anp Pꝛoteſtant: nay — 
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was neuer any Pꝛotettant WMlziter that did lay 
ſuch faule and odious crimes to their charge, as 
the Pꝛieſts did. And heerein they beriſted the 
old pꝛouerb. ZUAhen thæꝛues fall by the cares, true 
men come to hauc their goods. Fo2 one diſſen⸗ 
tion that is among vs, they haue (at leaſt) ten 
among themſelues. Doctor Willer (in his fourth 
Piller of Papiſtry) hath ſet downe at large, 

Firſt, the contradictions and diuerſe opinions 
of old Papiſts and new. 

Secondly, the contradictions of the Jeſaites 
among themlelues. 

Thirdly, that t heir ſtouteſt Champion, Bei- 
larmine, is at variance with himſelfe, ſhamelfully 
fogetting himſelle, ſaping and vnſaying : now 
of one opinion, by and by ofanother. And no 
maruaile * Oportet enim mend icem efſe mem rem, 
A liar had næd to haue a good memozy, 

Fsurthly, hee ſheweth the repugnances, in⸗ 
conueniences, and inconſequent opinions which 
Popiſh Religion hath in it ſelſe. And thus pon 
ſee, how they charge vs with that, wherein them⸗ 
felues are moſt faulty, 
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C. Are there none among vs, that main- 
taine any ſtrange and new opinions, contrary 
to the grounds of Religion ? 

M. If there be any ſuch, our Church doth 
not appꝛoue of them, but rather cenſure and pu⸗ 
nth them. 

C. There be ſome that profeſſe the formet 
grounds of Religion as wee doe, and yet ſay 
chat there is no true Church ameng vs: and 
therefore will not ioyne with vs in prayer, 
hearingtheWord, and in the vie of the Sacra- 
ments, but ſeparate themſelues from vs: what 
lay you of ſuch? 

RI. I fay,that they are poſſeſſed With the ſpi⸗ 
rit of pꝛide and ſingularity ; and that in fo doing, 
they doe euen deny theſe Articles ot faith the 
Catholike Church, and the Communion of 
Saints, and are ſuch as the Avoſle ſpeakes of, 
Rom. 16. 17. Heb. 10. 25, 39. Malter Perkins 


(inhis firff volume, page 409.) calles them a. 


ſchiſmaticall and vndiſcreet company, and ſaith, 
that they are full of pꝛide, thinking themſelues to 


be tull, when they are empty, to haue all know- 
ledge,” when they are ignozant, and haue need 


tobe caterhized Another nd thus ol them: The 
Y errynt 
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erroar of thoſe men is full of euill, yea of blaf® 
phemie, whs doe in ſuch manner make a depar* 
ture from this Church, as if Chꝛiſt were quite 
baniſhed from hence, and that there could bee ng 
hope of ſalvation to thoſe that abide heere, And 
further he ſaith, that if they cannot finde Chaiff 
heere, they ſhall findhim no where. The erroꝛs 
of theſe men you map ſce in a little Treatiſe ſet 
foꝛth by alter Bernard, called, The Separa- 
tiſts Schiſme. 

C. Iprar ſhew me by ſome example, that 
they ought not to ieparate themſelues from vs, 
and that they doe ſinne in fo doing. 

M. Inthe Church of Corinth, the inceſtuaus 
man was not puniſhed: foꝛnication was lightly 
regarded, pea there were ſome that enen denied 
the Neſurxkaion, pet S. Paul doth account and 
call them the Church and Daints 2 hee doth not 
perſwade any to make a ſeparation, but deth 
plamely rebuke them, and ſheweth how they 
ſhould puniſh the euill doer. J ſpeake not this to 
excuſe any groſſe ſin that raigneth amongſt vs: 
( fo2 I wiſh that the ſame might be ſenerely pus 

_ ) but to ſhew, that where the Mo is tru⸗ 
y pꝛeached, andthe Sacraments rightly admi⸗ 

niſtred ( as in our Church they are) none ought 

loꝛ any cauſe te ſeparate themſelues: And, that 
ſuch as doe it, da ſinne grieuonſly, A will ſnew 
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pon by a familiar example. A mother conceineth 
and b:ingeth fo:th aſonne, and that with great 
tranaile + paine : Shee traineth him vp to mans 
effate, and that not without great care and la⸗ 
bour: This ſonne at length eſpying ſome ſpot 
and blemiſh, oꝛ ſome infirmity in his mother, 
fo:ſaketh her, and will not acknowledge her to 
be his mother, what would pon now thinke of 
im? 

C. Surely I ſhould thinke ſuch a one to bee 
a very wicked and vnnaturall ſon ne. 

M. Euen ſuch are they, who ( fo: ſome ſee⸗ 
ming faults in our Church) deny it to bee a true 
Church, and doc ſeparate theniſe!nes from it: 
whereas this Church hath concetued them, 
bzought them foꝛth. and nourif;cd ihem.
